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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-6, 9-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 4, it is deemed allowable because the prior art of record fails 

to teach individually or in combination all of the claimed limitations. In particular, the 
prior art of record fails to teach individually or in combination '(c) a reflector that 
comprises a structured face that includes an iteration of prism elements of trapezoidal 
section, a crest line direction of the prism elements being disposed orthogonally to the 
entry face of the light guide plate, wherein the reflector is disposed at the lower face of 
the light guide plate and reflects light from the light guide plate at the structured face.' 

By default, depending claims 5-6, and 9-21 are deemed allowable.
